- werethe miſ-underſtanding between his Majeſty and the Parl1- 
ament touching the perpetuation, and freedome thereof, and 
about the Prote&ion of reputed delinquents on the one fide and 
- onthe other. And in thepreſent conjunture of affayres, I can 
imagine no poſhble meanes of overcoming theſe three Funda- 
menrall and mother poynts of difference, before the, whole 
Kingdom be over-run with plundering>but by paſſing three new 
A@sof Parliament : The firſtof them may be drawne up two 
wayes, either inthe forme of a generall Amneſtic fromthe be- 
ginningof the world without any exception.of any perſans.

with two additions : One for the ſecurity of the Members of 
both Houſes to bee conduted to rhe place appointed” forthe 
holding ofthe Parliament,and for their fate remaining thereby 
the Sherifes of chereſpe@ive Counties through which they are 
to paſſe, and in which the Parliament ſhalt happen ro be kept, 
or by ſuch other:Officers as may be thought more fir» which un- 
der corre&ion was an omiffion in the a&for the Trienmuall Par- 
hament. And another, as well for the prevention of the unſea- 


| ſonable diffolarion of Partiaments,without rhe confentof both 


Houſes, as for the affirance of the difſolution of evety Parlia- 
ment within the ſpace of one yeare; in which there may bewyo 
Seffions thereof at ſuch times, and of fach length as ſhall be - 
judged moſt convenient. I do expe» that this overture ſhould- 
be abominated by'fomeon bork fides, and that is anargument* 
ro me; that it is the moſt equitable 77 5a can be made for 
the agreeing ef this ſupreme poine of difference to the _— 
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donic;as will be'foundupona juſt calculation ofthe convenien- 
cies thereof 1nxclationto.the inconveniences of preſent: conftir 
© tytions. For. a5all the-jncommodities which the King 8 King- 
dome have felr by the too-loug intermiſſion; and abrupt break- 
ing.up of Patliaments, will be prevented by this order for the 
frequency, 4nd;continuance of them, ; 10: rhe-determining of 
rhemvat a certain time; and the making of twd $eſfions,in, each! 
_ - of them, may, by Gods blefſing prove an effe&tuall Antidote 
izainft thoſe high diſtempers, of which the'King, and Parlia- 
ment: and Kingdome doe all complain now, whoſoever bath, 
been.in the fault,'-or whatſqever hath beenthe true cauſe oh 
them-And I catinet conceive why His Majeſties voluntary yeel-

Houſes, which is Treaſon by the knowne Law of the Land, 
and a Treaſon infinitely aggravated by the many publicke, and 
I doubt not moſt ſincere Proteſtations of his Majeſty made to 


the contrary, they may read their deſtiny in the Lord S:raffords 


fortune. Or if chere be any of them, who perchante having as 
much care as another to preſerve the te:nporal! Liberties ofthe 
Subje& intire, may yet have 2 miſchievous machination in his 


head either tore-introduce a great part ofthe doArine and pra- 
Aiceof Popery into this Church under the name of the Prore- - 


ſtant profeſſion : or but to hinder ſuch a further Reformationas 
is yet neceſſary forthe ſetting up ofthe power of Godlineſle in

the wiſeſt Counſellor thar ever was on earth, hath left us upon 
record in his Proverbs, There 1s nowiſdome, nor underſtanding, 
nor councell againſt the Lord, The Horſe is prepared agatnſt the 
day of battarle . but ſafety 1s of the Lord. | 

My humble adviſe therefore to then ſhall be, that While it is yet time they: 
would lay the prudent adviſe of the Wiſe Gamaliel ro heart. And now I ſay 
unto you,Refraine from theſe men,and let them alone. For if this (ounſell or 
this Worke be of men, it Will come to nanght ; but if it be of God, yee cannot 
overthro it, leaſt happily yee be found even to fight againſt God,
